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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The disclosure was objected to in the last Office Action because the claims recite an intended use rather than 
reciting a specific chemical or physical property of the claimed formulations. Applicant urges a further limitation is recited in each of the 
claims. However, each limitation is drawn to an intended use. 

Claims 1-29 remained rejected In the last Office Action under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the written 
description requirement. Applicant argues the proposed amendments to claims 1 , 30 and 65 encompass specific gastrointestinal motility 
disorders. However, sufficient guidance to support predictable operability, or a reasonable expectation of success, to one of ordinary skill 
in the art remains absent. 

Claims 1-6. 9-37, 39-42 and 44-77 remained rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103 as being unpatentable over Shytle et al., WO 00/35280, or 
Shytle et al., WO 00/35279, In the last Office Action. It was asserted Shytle teaches or suggests all limitations of the present claims with a 
reasonable expectation of success in reducing gastrointestinal motility. Applicant argues Shytle describes numerous side effects 
associated with the administration of mecamylamlne and would lead one skilled in the art away from mecamylaline administration. Shytle 
clearly teaches the administration of mecamylamlne for the treatment of spasmogenic intestinal disorders. The rejection is maintained. 
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
